COAL-OIL JOHNNY. 


He Is Making Strenuous Efforts to 
Oapture Senator Sherman's 
Senatorial Seat. 


—_ Is Being Sent Into the Legislative 
to Compass That 
End. 


Republicans, However, Not Frightened, but 
cess Next Week. 


CINCINNATI, O., Oct, 7.—[Special.]—The po- 
litical contest in Ohio, particularly in Hamilton 
County, grows more interesting day by day. 
There have been a good many new develop- 
ments within twenty-four bours. One of 
the most important is the manner in which 
John R. McLean is showing his claws, which 
he felicitates himself are as good as fastened 
upon Senator Sherman's shoes. McLean’s 
latest dodge appeared in a long editorial in the 
Enquirer this morning, in which it is charged 
that Sherman ie tradmg Foraker all over 
the State. This is simply one of “the 
little boss? methods of working against 
Sherman, and the animus is very 
evident. It is scarcely necessary to 
say that there is no trading on the Republican 
ticket, Sherman is benefiting Foraker's 
chances immensely, and there is growing con- 
fidence that the whole ticket will go through. 
McLean has exposed bis real designs on more 
occasions than this. but the last is so palpable 
that a blind man can understand it. It only 
goes as further confirmation of the desperate 
game which the coal-oil leader is playing for 
the Senate stakes. In this city the Repub- 
licans have a hard fight. Today was the last 
day of registration and the strong Democratic 
wards show up in a manner to warrant 
the calculation of at least 500 illegal 


registries—men who were run over the river 


from Kentucky. Unfortunately, the Repub- 
licans bave no Marshal Lot Wright and United 
States Deputies to see that there is a fair elec- 
tion, but they are doing everythme they can 
against the odds of a Democratic city govern- 
ment. There is a conflict of authority arising 
over the management of the police force elec- 
tion-day. The Registry law places the regular 
force and deputies, of whom there are 200 al- 
ready, under control of the Mayor. Mayor 
Smith is a good, honest Republican, while 
the Democratic Board of Police Com- 
missioners have made the force almost 
a public nuisance. Today Mayor Smith 
requested of the board that the force be 
placed in his hands Tuesday, in accordance 
with the law. The Commissioners took no ac- 
tion upon the matter further than to arrange for 
another meeting tomorrow. They are doing 
all in their power to evade the law, keep the 
police force in their control, and thereby assist 
Democratic frauds and intimidation of Repub- 
lican voters at the polls. There are fears that 
this contest of authority may lead to serious 
results. For the further protection of the 
ballot there has been appointed a committee 
of 100 leadmg citizens, fifty of each party, who 
are now engaged in appointing deputies and 
guards, to be stationed in every precinct, but 
just what value they will be in the interest of 


publican; that a majority of them are in favor

He covered all the issues of the pres- 
ent canvass, arraigning the Legislature for 
stupidity and occasional political villany. 
Every point was clearly made and received 
and the great building shook with applause, 
He held a reception efter the meeting.

BOTH PARTIES IMPAIRED BY THE LOSS OF 
LEADERS—FALLING OFF IN THE REGIS- 
TRATION SHOWING—REPUBLICAN PROS6B- 
PECTS GOOD. 

CLEVELAND,. O., Oct. 6.—Along the lake 
shore, from Sandusky to Conneaut—from the 
western limits of Erie County to where Ashta- 
bula is bounded by the narrow strip that 
Pennsylvania sends up to greet the green 
waters, and stretching back, with varying 
depth, so to include ten counties, lies a sec- 
tion which has decided more political batties 
in Obio than any other in the length and 
breadth of the State—the grand old Western 
Reserve. 

And first of Cuyahoga. It is manifest that 
beth parties have suffered from lack of concen- 
trative and commanding leadership. The Dem- 
ocrats feel keenly the loss of Oliver H. Payne, 
who bas given up bis citizenship here and has 
become an active member of the County De- 
mocracy of New York City. He bas long fur- 
nished both their brains and their purse; and 
there is none to take his place. The rost of the 
Payne family and its immediate attachés, while 
ready with their campaign contributions, are 
not tearing off their undergarments in the 
cause. Perbaps it is because Papa Payne has 
all they can ever expect for him. Perhaps it is 
in accord with the policy too often and fatally 
pursued by Republican Senators, who, being in 
accord with the National Administration, cared 
not that their distributive power in their own 
State should be divided with a rival of the same 
politics. Whatever the cause, the fact remains. 
And with the Republicans death has brought 
about a situation much like that which ob- 
tained in Indiana wher Morton was gone; like 
om which befell Napoleon's Marshals after 

a. 

In nothing is this lack of. disciplined political 
methods more visible than in the matter of the 
registration bere. While Cincinnati's registra- 
ton ran above the vote for President, the reg- 
istrauon bere fell off 5,454 votes—a loss of 
nearly 18 per cent. For three days the whole

and can get no answer, for the simple reason 
that nobody here knows. Even the papers 
seem to sleep upon it. The Commercial-Ga- 
zette s admirable analysis of the Cincinnati reg- 
istration, giving the gains and losses by pre- 
cincts, together with their previous party 
votes, gave the whole State data for intelli- 
gent deduction, Nothing of the kind has been 
attempted bere. The Chairman of the Demo- 
eratic Executive Committee glows all over 
with the assurance that all he Democrats are 
registered and all the losses are Republican, 
and evidently believes what he says. The 
Chairman of the Republican Committee looks 
wise and says nothing, but is evidently bota- 
ered. Neither of them knows anything about 
it. Let me see f I can help them a littie. Of 
course my examination is far from exhaustive, 
but in points touched it can be relied upon as 
accurate. 

In the Sixth Ward, for example, is a loss of 
164, but seven known Democrats are missing; 
and in the ‘I'wenty-third Ward all Democrats 
are on the books, with fifty-four votes short; 
while in the strongly Republican wards of the 
East End the situation is exactly reversed. In 
the Fourteenth Ward there is a loss of 474, of 
which fully 400 are Democrats. This comes 
from the Bohemians, who have an organiza- 
tion there of some 500 strong, which meets 
Sundays with brass bands and other accompa- 
niments. They have become disgruntied with 
both parties, charging each with refusing to do 
justice to the labor element. They resolved, 
thereforc, to go neither to the registratior nor 
to the polis. A herculean effort will be made 
to pull them in on tne supplemental registra- 
uon day, but it is more than doubtf ul if it will 
be a success, 

Among the wards most habited by the labor- 
ers engaged in the late strike the registration 
shows a very marked loss; ana it seems to 
me to permit of easy and accurate 
explanation. There were about 4,000 
voters concerned in this prolonged labor 
struggie, and a large proportion of them were 
Poles and other foreiznera who have not been 
in this country long enough to entitic them to 
naturalization. Under the Democratic manipu- 
lation of 1884 they were voted in bulk; but this 
year they dared not face the tests of registra- 
tion and the long opportunity for investigation 
which it permitted of. Icount the loss from 
this source at fully two thousand votes. From 
the foregoing points it is obvious that httle re- 
mains to be explained; but there remains a 
vast deal of work to be done. If the Kepub- 
licans can properly handle the work of supple- 
mental registration Wednesday Cuyahoga 
should show this tall phenomenal Republican 
gains; but it must be work of an intelligent.

MER CHUM AND ELUDES ARREST. 

Edward Murphy was shot and killed yester- 
day afternoon by John Lawler, a tough man 
from the Stock-Yards. Lawler bad been 
drinking hard dur‘ng the morning, and in com- 
pany with a pal named Cragg visited most of 
the saloonsin the neighborhood. At Paddy 
Ward’s place, on the corner of Thirty-eighth 
street and Ashland avenue, he had a lively 
scrimmage with the barkeeper, who had re 
fused to give him any more liquor. At last he 
was thrown out in the street, half crazed with 
South Side whisky. He went off, muttering 
that he would find Murpby, against whom he 
had long cherished a grudge. Entering Max- 
well’s pi Bee at Thirty-nint and Beers streets, 
he saw Murphy inside. After a few words 
Maxwell drew a revolver and fired. 
The ball struck the stove and Murphy jumped 
for the door The murderer followed 
and emptied big revolver at the running man. 
Three ot the shots took effect, one through the 
groin proving fatal Murphy was carried into 
the saloon, he died in a few moments. 
He was an unmarried man, about 32 years old, 
and lived with bis father at the corner of Thir- 
ty-fifth and Jones streets. He was employed 
as a teamster in a brickyard, and had the repu- 
tation of being a quiet ana decent fellow. 

Lawler, the murderer, is 26 years of age, em- 
ployed as a ham-sewer in Armour’s packing- 
house. His reputation is most unsavory. He 
has been arrested time and again for drunken- 
ness, disorderly conduct, and burglary. A few 
years ago he found the town too hot for him. 
and went to Kansas and Colorado, whence he 
returned a year ago. Murphy had formerly 
been a chum of his, but since his burglary ex- 
ploits began to be common has refused to rec- 
ognize him. Since then Lawier has often 
threatened vengeance, and the shooting of 

. yesterday afternoon was probably due to this 
feeling. . 

Immediately after the shooting Lawler fied 
west along Thirty-ninth street, and was last 
seen in the Town of Cicero.. The officers are 
on his track, ana be will probably be taken to- 
day. | 

The killing of Murphy created great excite- 
ment among his fellow-workmen in the brick- 
yard. When they heard of the affair they con- 
gregated in ups and agreed to set out in 
search of —9— hang him when found. 
At one time a rumor reached them that 
he was under arrest at the Deer- 
ng Street Station, and an ominous 
crowd started for the place where it was sup- 
posed be was confined, but they were met by 
several policemen who told them that Lawler 
was still at large. Their indignation was stim- 
ulated by the fact that the murdered man was 
the sole support of his father and three sisters.

THEY HOLD AN INTERESTING SESSION’ AT 
“DES MOINES, IA. 

Des Mors, Ia., Oct. 7.— [Special.] The 
ladies have taken the town by storm, and the 
hotels and streets are tbronged with delegates 
and visitors d the thirteenth annual session 
of the Nauchal Women’s Congress. The ob- 
ject of the Organization is “to consider the 
present methods for securing to 
women higher intellectual, moral, and physi- 
cal conditions, with a view to the 
improvement of all domestic and social rela- 
tions.“ Antzual sessions, denominated the 
„Women's Congress, have been held in New 
York City, Chicago, Syracuse, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Providence, Madison, Boston, Buf- 
falo, Portland, and Baltimore. The asso- 
ciation has .been presided over by Mrs. 
Mary Livermore. Prof. Maria Mitchell, 
Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, and Mrs. Kate Newell 
Doggett of Chicago. Thirty-one States, to- 
gether with Canada and England, are repre- 
sented in the membership, which now numbers 
about five hundred and includes the names of 
women prominent in literature, art, science, 
philanthropy. in professions, and in business 
and educationai circies.

The Butler leaders 
were present in force as delegates and lookers- 
on, and they did their prettiest to defeat Prince 
on account of the latter’s lukewarmness in the 
Butier campaigns. They trotted out as oppos- 
ing candidates the Hon. Edward Avery of 
Braintree, whom they presented as the friend 
of the workingman,“ and James 8. Grinnell, a 
Greentield farmer, who, from baving been a 
candidate for Lieutenant-Governor on the tick- 
et with Butler two years ago, and again 
with Endicott, the Cleveland candidate 
for Governor last ypar, was personally 
unobjectionable to both factions. Grinnell 
came very near bem taken as the candidate, 
and he doubtless would have been nominated 
if the country delegates had felt enough inter- 
est in the result to stay in the hall uptil the 
second ballot was taken. As it was, Prince 
won through superior organization, his boom 
having been quietly started several months ago 
and carefully managed. Mr. Prince is an old- 


Une Democrat, who has been Mayor of Boston, 


and for twenty-five years a member of the 
Democratic National Committee. The plat- 
form is the work of Mr. Avery, Its ref- 
erence g to President Cleveland was re 
ceived with cheers, which were renewed 
later in the day at the call of the Chairman. 
Despite the apparent barmony in the conven- 
tion, the hostility of Gen. Butler and his im- 
mediate friends will cost Mr. Prince many 
Democratic votes at the polls. Prince's friends 
say, however, that the defection will be more 
than offset by the mugwumps who are sup- 
posed to regard Mr. Prince’s candidacy with 
favor. During the progress of the convention 
there was the customary row over the selection 
of members of the State Central Committee, 
and during the taking of the second baliot a 
delegate who was detected voting twice vocif- 


erously denounced Mr. Fitzgerald, the Presi- - 


dent of the convention, as a liar, but these 
incidents disturbed only for a moment the 
general serenity of the convention. 

THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 

The Democratic State Convention was called 
to order at 11:80 o’clock by the Hon. F. A. 
Collins. The usual committees were ap- 
pointed. The Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization reported the name of John E. Fitz 
Mr. Fitzgerald, upon 
taking the chair, congratulated the con- 
vention upon the election of a Demo- 
cratic President, and, among things, said: 
„Whether our lease of power shall continue 
longer than four years depends upon how well 
we have profited by the lessons of the past and 
how zealously and honestly we strive to carry 
out the promises made the people in our State 
and Nauonal platforms.” He strongly indorsed 
the Aiministration of President Cleveland and 
commended him for his apparent determina- 
tion to carry out the reforms promised in the 
Chicago platform. The speakér congratulated 


‘the country upon the unmistakable signs of 


the death of sectionalism. 

The Hon. Wiliiam Aspinwall sent to the 
Committee on Resolutions one declaring 
against biennial State elections. 

Mr. Avery, from the Committee on Reso- 
lutions, presented the platform, which is as 
follows: 

We, the Democrats of Massachusetts, in con- 
vention assembled, renew our adherence to the 
principles of Democracy deciared by the last 
National Convention at Chicago. 

We congratulate the people of the whole 
country on the election and inauguration of a 
Democratic President and Vice-President. 

We have full faith and confidence in the 
President, in bis wise caution, his far-secing 
sagacity, his courage and firmness, his deter- 
mination to administer the Government in the 
interests of the whole people, and his devotion 
to the fundamental principles of legitimate 
Democracy. We expect that under his Admin- 
istration every reform required to make the 
Government pure and honest will be made; 
that the liberty and rights of every citizen iu 
every section of our own country, and on the 
soil ot every foreign country, will be zealously 
guarded and carefully preserved; that sectional 
prejudice and jealousy will disappear, and that 
that pervading spirit of nationality will be 
revived which makes every citizen glory in 
the prosperity and honor of a common coun- 
try; that the civil service will be estab- 
lished on a broad basis of ‘justice and 
equality, securing to the Administration official 
sympathy with its policy—not creating an of- 
ficial class which shalibe above and beyond 
the peopie—but giving to each and every citi- 
zen who is capable and honest the right to be 
selected for public employment; that it will 
recognize the principle that every officer of the 
Republic is a pubiic servant, strictly responsi- 
ble to the people, and holding his offive an bject 
to the will of the people; that the public lands 
will be reseued from the hands of squatters,’ 
speculators, and landed monopolies and pre- 
served for the use of the people, to whom they 
justly belong; that the principal departments 
of the Government will be so economically and 
honestly administered as to impose the least 
possible burden of taxation on the people, and 
that confidence in the people, in their love of 
liberty, their fideiity to the Constitution, and 
their devotion to the ‘Union will be restored. 
We, therefore, pledge to Grover Cleveland, 
President of the United States, our unfaltering 
support. 

We earnestly request that no candidate be 
nominated for either branch of the Legisiature 
who is not pledged to the support of the fol- 
lowing measures: 

We are opposed to the payment of a poll tax 
— 11 1 on which the right to vote must 

epend. . 

e believe in a free, honest, unobstructed 
baliot; that the right to vote should attach to 
the citizen and not to the dollar. 

We are opposed to the competition of con- 
victs with the labor of honest people, and de- 
mand such legislation as will prevent it. 

We believe that the frequent payment of 
wages enables the employed to live more eco- 
nomicaily and assures to them greater inde-

The Greenback fiatists started out with 
ideas that were at war with the Democracy. 
They would listen to no compromise and be 
satisfied with nothing but unlimited issues of 
irredeemable fiat money, and yet after a few 
years of Democratic fondling, and with noth- 
ing but the bait of a few nominations for 
offices which they rarely got, they are now 
found united with the Democracy and strug- 
gling to support an Administration that is 
completely devoted to. gold as the only legal 
tender—to the monomania of monometallism. 
It would be hard to find a parallel to the ab- 
ject surrender of the fiatists. In States like 
Massachusetts, Michigan, and Iowa, where the 
fiatists became strong, the Democrats began 


by callmg them “brave fellows” and flatter- 


ing them for their pluck. little later the 
fiatists received mysterious contributions to 
their campaign funds; money was supplied 
to print and circulate their peculiar litera- 
ture, and the machine of the third party was 
not permitted to run many months without a 
plentiful supply of Democratic soap. Mean- 
time the cajolery went on, and in a few years 
the flatists were baited bag and baggage into 
the Democratic camp with the bribe of a few 
offices for their hankering leaders. They were 
so thoroly beslimed that the Democracy 
gulped them down with surprising ease, and 
are now digesting them at their leisure. 

In Ohio the Democratic anaconda fondles 
and slimes the Prohibitionists just as it did 
the fiatists there and in Massachusetts, Michi- 
gan, and Iowa. It encourages them openly 
and secretly, paying the expenses of their 
speakers, supporting their campaign sheets 
and circulating their cranky documents, and 
thus paves the way for their complete be- 
trayal and absorption hereafter. They are 
being baited into the Democratic party by 
degrees. Democracy would seem to be 
peculiarly abhorrent to the coercive tee- 
totalers, since that organization is Bourbon in 
what it drinks as well as in what it thinks; 
but already the Rev. Dr. Leonard, fresh from 
the temperance lodges and cold-water meet- 
ings, finds the flattery of his tipsy com- 
panions in politics sweet and pleasant. The 
Prohibitionist finds the words of his Demo- 
cratic admirer so flattering and encouraging 
that he fails to be offended by his breath. 
The God, Home, and Native Land ”’ fanatic 


who stops to listen to Democratic flattery 


will most assuredly find himself undone and 
robbed of every political principle by the 
wily enemy who slimes him at first to bolt 
him afterwards, 

The wiles and serpent-like cunning of the 
Democratic party are most strikingly shown 
in its treatment of the third factions that 
spring up from time to time. If the faction 
shows any signs of strength the Democrats 
never combatit. It is the settled policy of 
the Democracy to carry all third parties 
through a regular program of cajolery, so 
that they flrst endure, then pity, then em- 
brace.” The political Prohibitionists in Ohio 
are doing the Democrats a good turn by run- 
ning a separate ticket, but they will do still 
better when finally absorbed into the free- 
whisky Democratic organization. . The Pro- 
hibitionist who accepts aid or comfort from 
the Democracy is lost. He turns his back on 
the party which contains eight-tenths of the 
sober, temperate people of the North and 
strengthens the hands of the free-whiskyites 
as against the only organization that has the 
power and the disposition to deal in an intel- 
ligent and practical manner with the evils of 
intemperance. It is one of the comedies of 
politics to see enthusiasts and dupes like 
Leonard preaching coercive teetotalism while 
living on the money and flattery of the rum- 
loving Democracy and mistaking the half- 
drunken plaudits of their admirers for true 


glory. 


A FIELD FOR TUE BANKERS. 
Judging from the comments of newspa- 
pers and people here and there, the country 
assumed a rather critical attitude toward the

A few of the more 
hardened sinners among the newspapers 
dared to make fun of the financial experts 
assembled at that gathering. Bradstreet’s

There is a good deal of.justice in these 
strictures as well as in those of the New 
York Sun and other papers as to the ill-con- 
ceived and immature opinions expressed at 
the convention. But it must be remembered 
that bankers in this country are not students, 
but business-men, and that the study of finan- 
cial subjects in the United States is of the 
most desultory and unscientific sort. The 
older bankers have devoted their lives to the 
making of money for themselves and their 
associate stockholders by loaning their de- 
positors’ money—requiring no great brain 
power. They generally consider money- 
making the beginning and the end of their 
profession and the chief end of life,and are im- 
patient of the class they contemptuously call 
“theorists.” The younger members of the 
fraternity naturally partake of this sentiment 
in their contact with the world, andin the 
process of their education they learn that 
there is really something in theory and that 
their profession is broader than the senting 
behind the counter. 

The association is taking steps to extend 
its work. The country will be interested to 
know in exactly what way it is to be ex- 
tended. There are no people in the world 
more jealously watchful of the doings of a 
monopoly, a

It is not natural that a large number 
of men thinking on this subject, which is the 
oceasion of such a wide variety of opinions, 
should have reached precisely the conclusion 
forniulated by the convention, and the action 
will seem to the people like the mere carry- 
ing out of a program. 

The proper function of this body is edues- 
tional. If it will young bank clerks 
and others to the study of economics it will 
perform a great service to the country. The 
first steps in that direction have been taken 
in a scheme for an auxiliary membership of 
the association and the formulation of acourse 
of study. The practical experience of the 
bankers, enlarged by their knowledge of 
economic science, enables them to frame an 
exceedingly useful course for the student, 
and they have afield before them which is 
now almost unoccupied. If they will put 
forth a tithe of the effort that is now made 
in the colleges to fill the heads of 
students with useless Greek, they will 
accomplish in a few years something of 
which they may be proud. There are some 
institutions in the country that profess to 
give boys a knowledge of economic science, 
but their achievements are not yet of much 


consequence. The various societies now in 


existence generally have some hobby, such as 
protection or free trade, and the moving 
spirit in them is apt to be some august young 
person who has recently graduated from col- 
lege and thinks he knows it all. The 
bankers can establish a system that will sup- 
plant all these other agencies, and so much 
influence as they can exert upon the country 
by educational methods will be welcomed by 
all right-thinking men as in the highest de- 
gree commendable. 


THE TELEPHONE CONTROVERSY. 


The mysterious disappearance from the 
Senate files of the bill authorizing special 
proceedings to test the validity of patents is 


a matter of considerable interest and ought 


to be thoroughly investigated. Owing to the 
slipshod methods that prevail in some State 
Legislatures it has been possible for sneak- 
thieves to defeat important measures by 
stealing the bills from the files after they 
had passed but before they were enrolled 
and signed. In Congress bills are carefully 
guarded after they are acted upon; but it 
would seem to indicate a good deal of care- 
lesness when a measure that had passed the 
House was stolen or lost in the Senate be- 
fore the time to take it up. Senator Platt, 
who is Chairman of the Committee on Pa- 
tents, owes it to himself to make a thorough 
inguiry into the singular disappearance of 
the Telephone bill. It seems clear that the 
bill was referred to Senator Platt’s commit- 
tee for a report, but was not.returned to the 
Senate and cannot now be found in the files. 

However, the disappearance of the bill 
referred to the Senate Committee on Patents 
is not a matter of any great eonsequence so 
far as the Government suit against the Bell 
Telephone Company is. concerned. The bill 
in question was intended to facilitate just 
such suits, but the existing provisions of law 
are ample to support the proceeding recently 
begun at Memphis. The truth about this 
proceeding is that it was begun by the United 
States District-Attorney at Memphis, whose 
petition was approved by Solicitor Geode in 
the absence of Attorney-General Garland. 
If the Attorney-General had been present he 
could not have done otherwise than approve 
the petition without disregarding the plain 
provisions of the law. If the petition 
had concerned the company in which 
Mr. Garland is interested, or any one 
of a dozen others, it would have been his im- 
perative duty to approve the proceeding just 
as Solicitor Goode did in his absence. The 
disappearance of the Patent bill in the Sen- 
ate and the extent of Mr. Garland’s owner- 
ship of telephone stock may be very inter- 
esting topics, but they should not be permitted 
to obscure the facts as to the Government 
suit against the Bell company. 

It is alleged that the Government suit 
against the Bell company is an attempt to 
coerce the courts into a reversal of the decis- 
ions made heretofore, which have all been in 
favor of the monopoly. If the suits referred 
to were not actually dishonest and collusive, 
they were certainly presented in a very un- 
fortunate manner. In each of the primary 
cases on which the Bell monopoly now rests 
the plaintiff admitted that Bell was the 
inventor of the speaking telephone, and 
the Judges were therefore compelled 
to treat this notoriously false state 
ment as undisputed and render judgment 
accordingly. In the later infringement suits 
the Judges have referred to the earlier cases, 
in which it was decided that Bell was the 
originator of the telephone, and litigants 
were not permitted to dispute the false ad- 
mission which had been judicially deter- 
mined. According toall appearance the Bell 
monopoly rests on bogus cases that were: hur- 
ried through the courts before any genuine 
controversy could be made. The Govern- 
ment, however, is privileged to attack the 
validity of a patent without regard to the 
admissions made by private parties, and 
hence the only means of making a thorough 
test of the Bell monopoly was to have the 
proceedings authorized by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. It might look better if Mr. Garland 
had no interest in a rival telephone company 
(and we notice his interest is about to be 
disposed of); but still the action of the De- 
partment of Justice in this matter is not 
open to any just criticism. ” 

When the Government proceeding is heard 
at Memphis there will be no decisions based 
on false admissions. As part of the evi- 
dence in the case telephones of the Reis pat- 
tern have been deposited with the Clerk of 


the court, and it will be proved that these 


instruments were manufactured ten years be- 
fore Bell’s application was made, and that 
they successfully transmit audible speech. 
The questionable methods under which the 
Bell patent was granted are to be submitted 
to the court, and no false admissions of any 
kind will be made. The Government pro- 
ceeding will be in the interest of the public 
and not of any particular litigant. It will aim 
to overthrow an unjust monopoly which is 
now bolstered up by decisions obtained in col- 
lusive cases, and its purpose is not to destroy 
the Bell company, but throw the telephone 
business open to healthy competition, so that 
der inventors may enter the field and tne

Republic in good standing. A number of 
citizens who know Davis well vouch for him 
as a man of good habits, honest, industrious, 
and truthful. It appears from his petition 
to the Department of State that in 1882 Davis 
made a trip to Europe, intending to pay his 
way by work at his trade; that while in Ire- 
land he was arrested as a suspect.“ although 
in no manner connected with or in sympathy 
with conspirators against the peace or Gov- 
ernment of Great Bri *,; that he was 
held twelve days in jail without reasonable 
cause and subjected to the treatment of a 
common feion, being three times “ walked 
through the public streets from the jail to the 
office of the magistrate handcuffed to other 
prisoners.“ 

After Davis returned to this Aer he 
made complaint to Secretary Frelinghuysen 
and was told that his case would have 
careful consideration.” Before the investi- 
gation was concluded Mr. Bayard became 
Secretary of State, and March 9 he stated 
in an official that Mr. Lowell, the 
American M at London, states that 
while the inquiries he has made into the sub- 
ject do not contradict the statement made by 
Mr. Davis they fail to corroborate it.” Since 
then the Secretary has written another letter 
declining to take any further action, and 
holding that Davis' only remedy is to return 
to England and bring a suit for damages in 
the British courts against the officers who 
arrested him. Inhis last letter Mr. Bayard 
says: 

Upon a full examination of the facts of the 
case I conclude that the principles upon which 
the Government conducts its intercourse with 
foreign nations will not admit of diplomatic in- 
tervention in behalf of Mr. Davis in the pres- 
ent state of his complaint with a view to ob- 
taining a pecuniary reparation. Under the 
laws of Great Britain a remedy exists for those 
who have been sabjected to 
and citizens of the United States as well as 
subjects of Great Britain are entitled, without 
distinction, to avail themselves of that remedy 
in the regular, ordinary courts of justice. The 
same rule existe and is enforced in the United 
States with reference to the subjects of Great 
Britain. 

Thus Secretary Bayard refuses to make a 
complaint on behalf of a respectable Amer- 
ican citizen whose rights have been outraged. 
He will not demand an investigation of the 
matter at the hands of the British authori- 
ties, but coolly informs the complainant that 
if he has a grievance he can bring a suit in 
the Queen’s bench and have the matter set- 
tled there. Inaccordance with Mr. Bayard’s 
notion, this poor printer must appeal for 
justice to the Government whose officers com- 
mitted the outrage and can obtain no assist- 
ance from the authorities of his own country. 
Davis is unable to spend time and money 
crossing the ocean and conducting a suit 


through the British courts, and hence Bay- 


ard’s ruling amounts to a declaration that the 
poor printer an obtain no redress for the 
outrage perpetfated on him while in Ireland. 

It has been generally thought that since 
the close of the Revolutionary War Amer- 
icans were not in any manner dependent on 
the British courts for the protection of per- 
son or property. It appears, however, under 
Bayard’s construction of the iaw, that Amer- 
ican citizens traveling abroad may be treated 
like common felons, and yet their own Goy- 
ernment will make no complaint. Coward- 
ice in the State Department was never so 
signally illustrated as under the present Ad- 
ministration, Heretofore the Government 
has sometimes failed to enforce its demands 
with vigor, but there is probably not another 
instance where it has refused even to make 
a complaint on behalf of an American citi- 
zen whose rights had been outraged. 


Tne Irish landlords and the tenants wide- 
ly disagree on the price the latter should pay 
the former for their holdings under the new 
act of Parliament by which the Government 
loans the tenant three-quarters of the pur- 
chase money for a long term of years at 4 
per cent, and applies 1 per cent of the 4 as a 
sinking fund to extinguish the principal. 
The landlords demand as a rule not less than 
twenty times the rental and the tenants 
offer ten rentals. Thus, ifa farm rents for 


El or $5 per acre, the landlord wants £20 or 


$100 per acre for that piece of ground, while 
the tenant offers but £10 or $50. Before the 
Land-Tenure bill was passed securing the 
tenants fifteen-year leases at a rental to be 
fixed by the court the landlords would 
look at nothing less thau twenty-five an- 
nual rents for the lands; but that was dur- 
ing the rack-renting epoch and before boy- 
cotting was invented or moonlighters“ 
imposed oaths on willing people. Since 
then the English landlords have been climb- 
ing down in their demands. Parnell laid 
down the proposition a couple of years ago 
that what he called the prime value of the 
land was all the British absentee landlord 
should be paid, which he estimated at ten 
times fhe yearly rental. That idea has taken 
a firm lodgment in the Irish mind, and it 
is almost impossible to induce any of the 
tenants to offer a penny more. They tell 
their landlords if they are wise they will ac- 
cept that amount, make quitclaim deeds, and 
clear out bag and baggage, for when the 
Irish Parliament is restored to Dublin less 
money will be offered, A cablegram says 
that John Dillon, presiding at a meeting of 
the National League today, warned tenants 
** who contemplated the immediate purchase 
of land not to pay more than the amount 
** of ten years’ of the same. People, 
he said, must either buy or fight for land, 
and the price he indicated was, in his opin- 
ion, a fair compensation to the landlord.” 
A few days ago a large estate near Killar- 
ney was sold to the tenants under the new 
act of Parliament at fourteen rentals. The 
other landlords thought this was a frightful 
sacrifice, but the tenants generally consid- 
ered that it brought one-third more than it 
should or would in a short time neque.

‘BRITISH POLITICS—SALISBURY SPEAKS. 

The long-expected enunciation of the Tory 
platform for the present electoral campaign 
was made today by Lord Salisbury in a speech 
before the National Conservative Conference 
at Newport. The Premier's speech disap- 
pointed the prophets because it contained no 
gtartiing statements; but it furnished abun- 
dant food for serious thought. It is universally 
admitted to be the only able speech that nas 
been made on the Tory side since Mr. Chamber- 
‘yin started the stumping eampaign. Lord 
Salisbury spoke for two hours in slashifig 
style. He seldom referred to notes, and he 
used no graces of oratory or of 

re to assist his meaning, but his 
desperate earnestness impressed itself upon

This is a very neat 
argument, but Art. 16 of the treaty of Berlin 
gives Turkey similar and prior richts those 
of sending troops into these provinces in the 
event of internal troubles or threatening as- 
pects from foreign sources. The whole matter 
in a nutshell ig that Russia has resolved to take 
Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia under her 
wing, Austria would like Bosnia and Her- 
zegovina, Greece would like a slice of Mace- 
donia—and so would Servia.

THE MORMONS. 


THEY ARH URGED BY THEIR PRESIDENCY 
TO DEFY THE GOVERNMENT AND STAND 
FIRM, 

Logan, Utah, Oct. 7.—[Special.]—At the Mor- 
mon General Conference held here today John 
Taylor and George Q. Cannon of the Presi- 
dency of the Mormon Church, who have been 
hiding from officers the last six months, com- 
municated with the Saints through a letter re- 
quiring ninety minutes to read before the con- 
ference today. They start out, with a reference 
to the operation of the Edmunds law, which 
they term a persecution with the most out- 
rageous acts of oppression. They claim it is 
aimed at the destruction of a principie of re- 
ligion and prosecuted in that spirit; that no 
criminal, however guilty, not a Mormon, had 
been punished under it; while acts of sicken- 
ing depravity have been committed by non- 
Mormons that have scarcely had a passing no- 
tice. It complains of the tulings of the court 
concerning indictment for each offense, week 
or month; that the law has nota general ap- 
plication to aduiterous acts, Dut still claiming 
celestial marriage as pure, holy, not aduiter- 
ous, and exhorted the people to gbey all com- 
mands and covenants. If need be, go to prison 
for having more wives than one. Never 
abandon wives and families, as some have 


done, to escape prison. Those who refuse to 
obey the laws are compelled to endure the re- 


proaches, taunts, and iusults ot a brutal Judge 


(referring to Judge Zane). It praises noble 
men and women who have exhibited their in- 
tegrity to God and His cause and de- 
votion to principle by submitting to bonds 
and imprisonment rather than deny their faith 
or break their covenants. Referring to prose- 
cutions, they say: Satan never wrotght 
greater ruin in Eden than these enemies of 
ours would work in our midst if we would 
listen to their blandishments or be frightened 
by their tareats.“ The communication is one 
of defiance to the Government and a plea for 
Mormons to stand firm in violations of the Ed- 
munds law. The excuse of the Presidency in 
keeping out of the way is that they do not be- 
lieve justicd will be done them. All speakers 
of this conference plead the cause of polygamy 
and urge people to defy the law of the coun- 
try in living their celestial marriage covenants. 

Delegate Caine promised to do all in his 
power in Congress to stop persecution. He 
said that, while he is a representative of ail the 
people in Utah, he more particularly was the 
representative of the Latter-Day Saints. No 
time in'the history of Mormonism have they 
been more defiant. Non-Mormons regard this 
communication from the Presidency as another 
nail in their coffia.

No TRUTH IN THE RUMOR. 
Avevsta, Me., Oct. 7.—A Kennebec paper 
of tomorrow morning will state that the report

THE K. OF L. GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 
HAMILTON, Ont., Oct. 7.—The General 48 
sembly of the Knights of Labor resumed busi- 


ness this morning. It is expected that the ses- 


sion will last nearly two weeks. The report of 
the General Secretary and Treasurer showed 
the rapid growth of the order during the last 
year; tha. the organization had been firmly 
planted in England and Beleium; and that 
there bad been a steady increase in the num- 
ber of assembiies in the Southern States. 
It recommended that workmen should work 
only eight hours, regardiess of the wages 
paid. The question of wages would right 
itself in a few months the necessary 
employment of surplus workmen in conse- 
quence of the shortening of the bours of labor.

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Oct. %.—The grand jury 
of Sweetwater County found no indictments 
against the Rock Springs rioters.

We have diligently inquired into the occurrence 
at Rock Springs the 24 day of September last, and 
though we have examined & large number of wit- 
nesses no one has been able to testiry to a single 
criminal act committed by any known white 
person that day. Whatever crimes may 
have. been com the perpetrators 
thereof have not been disclosed by 
the evidence before us, and, therefore, while. we 
deeply regret the circumstance, we are wholly un- 
able, acting under the obligations of our oaths, to 
return indictments. We have also inquired into 
the causes that led to the outbreak at Rock Springs. 
While we find no excuse for the crimes committed, 
there appears to be no doubt of abuses existing 
that should have been promptly adjusted by the 
railroad company and its officers. If this had been 
done the fair name of our Territory would not 
have been stained by the terrible events of the 2d 
of September. )

A FIREMAN SHOOTS HIMSELF. 

Ralph Decierg, assistant engineer of Engine 
No. 20, Chicago Fire Department, suicided at 8 
o'clock in the evening dy shooting himself in 
the head. Domestic trouble was the cause. 
He had lived unhappily with his wife, it is 
said, for the last year and a half. They were 
once divorced, but remarried, and lived at No. 
247 West North avenue. Yesterday at dinner he 
imagined that she gave him a bitter look. He 
said nothing until supper, wheh he reproached 
her for it.

HOW MANY HAVE TEN IT IN BLISSFUL 
IGNO CE. 

New York Sun: It will probably be news to 
many Americans who have lived in Paris that 
they may have unknowingly often eaten borse- 
flesh at some of the minor restaurants. In 1833 
over 13,000 horses, mules, and donkeys were 
slaughtered for food there, ana sold for about 
half the price beef. This accounts for the 
modest prices prevailing in cheap bouillons. 
Itis claimed that the custom tends to the 
improvement of the horse. One point may 
certainly be granted, that a worn-out jade is 
now often got in condition for the meat market 
and is put to death in a much less cruel fashion 
than formerly. In former years the Govern- 
ment made many efforts to stop the sale of 


horseflesh, and immense quantities of it were 


seized at different towns, but it is now viewed 
ashaving become a necessity. In any case, 
there are 80 duly licensed horse-butchers in

ITALIAN COUNTERFEITERS ARRESTED. 


Chief Brooks of the Treasury Secret Service, 
with the assistance of several members of the 
city detective and police force, this morning 
arrested five Italians, two of whom were wom- 
en, for passing courterfeit coin. They live.on 
a rented farm in a neighboring county of 
Maryland, and have been in the habit of com- 
ing into market apparently as innocent huck- 
sters or purchasers. They are of the lower 
class of Italians. Tne case has been under in- 
vestigation several weeks, and the trap was 
sprung today at the risk of losing some of the 
gang by reason of the numerous ‘complaints 
among market-men of the amount of counter- 
feit coin passed upon them and the consequent 
danger that the criminals would be frightered 
away. Late this afternoon three more mem- 


bers of the gang, also Italians, were captured. 


A visit to the farm-house resulted in finding 
some letters which developed the fact that the 
spurious coin came from Cincinnati, 


A CHINESE PUZZLE. 


Tune Secretary of the Treasury h@ referred 
to the Attorney-General the question which 
has been raised by Townsend relative to pay- 
ing to the Government of British Columbia $50 
for each Chinaman returned to Canadian soil. 
The reference from the Treasury Department 
calls upon the Attorney-General for sugges- 
mons as to the law and as to the powers which 
may be conferred upon tne Secretary of the 
Treasury in the premises. A man who has 
carefully studied the subject says that the 
Attorney-General will not be able to 
give the Secretary of the ‘Treasury 
any satisfactory information, and that the 
matter will eventually be referred to the Secre- 
tary of State in the hope that some negotia- 
tions may be made with Canada, which will re- 
lieve our Government from the present em- 
barrassment. According to this official, the 
United States is powerless to extricate itself 
from its very serious dilema. The law com- 
mands the return of the Chinese, but Congress 
has not supplied the Government witb funds 
to provide for their return. And even if there 
were funds available for such a purpose there 
is no authority in any existing law 
for the payment to the Government 
of British Columbia of $50 for each returned 
Chinaman. The Canadian authorities are en- 
tirely within their right in enacting such a 
statute, and have not violated any internation- 
al law in so doing. The Canadian Government 


bas the same right to keep the Chinese from 


its borders by a prohibitory tax that the United 
States has to exciude them from its territory. 
Meanwhile, until some agreement can be made 
witb the Canadian Government, the ind ieauous 
must

DON DICKINSON’S POWER. 


Don Dickinson today achieved another tri- 
umph in the appointment of Andrew J. 
Shakespeare, editor of the Kaiamazoo Gazette, 
to be Postmaster at Kaiamazoo, instead of Dr. 
Pratt, a member ot the State Committee and 
an old political Democratic war-horse, who had 
the indorsements of ali the leading Democrats 
of the State. The appointment of Shakespeare 
is another illustration of the dominating influ- 
ence which Dickinson has in Michigan politics. 
He has thus far controlled the patronage of 
that State against the seven Congress- 
men, who have not been able to 
secure anything. The appointment of 
Shakespeare is another indication of 
Dickinson’s ambition to secure the election to 
the United States Senate if by any fusion 
combination the Democrats shali be able to se- 
cure the Legislature. Dickinson's program 
appears to be to appoint as many Democratic 
editors to office as possible, and in addition to 
the appointment of Shakespeare he has al- 
ready had appointed Van Antwerp, Postmaster 
at Jackson; Lacey, Postmaster at Marshall; 
Murdock, Postmaster at Berrien Springs: 
Swineford, Governor of Alaska; and Hditor 
Sanford to another post-office. 


INSPECTORS WHO WILL BE SURPRISED. 


Local inspectors ot steam vessels who have 
hitherto supposed that they held positions 
from which they could not be removed by the 


‘Secretary of the Treasury, inasmuch as they 


were appointed by a board, will be surprised to 
know thatit has been decided that these in- 
spectors can be removed at the will of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and that numerous 
changes will soon be made. These inspectors 
are appointed by a board consisting of a Super- 
vising Incpector, a District Judge, and a Col- 
lector or Surveyor of Customs. The Secretary 
of the Treasury has the power of 
confirmation, but he can obtain his local in- 
spectors only in that way. Secretary Manning 
endeavored to make a removal in one of the 
Soutbern districts, when bis power todo so was 
questioned, and he was informed that no local 
inspector bad ever been removed bya Sec- 
retary of the Treasury except through the 
selection of a. successor by a board. 
An opinion of the Attorner-General of 
an ancient date has been found 
according to which the Secretary of the 
Treasury has power to remove these inspect- 
ors. The test case came up in 1862, when 
Judge Cadwallader maintained that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury alone had the power to 
appoint and remove these officials, and that the 
action ot the board is illegal. The Secretary 
then referred the subject to the Attorney- 
General, who sustained Judge Cadwallader. 


CHIEF-JUSTICE WAITS. 


Chief-Justice Waite has derived very great 
benefit from his three months’ trip abroad, 
most of which time was spent in England and 

tland. He was very much run down by his 
official labors and the rest and change which 
he has experienced have made a new man of 
him. Some of the English papers, just before 
he sailed for home, expressed regret that more 
attention had not been paid him, and rather 
chided the bench and bar for failing to enter- 
tain him. But the Chief Justice has no 
complaints to make on this score. 
Before he left the United States 
his physiciaa advised him, if he expected to re- 
cuperate, he must avoid all excitement and 
particularly abstain from the pleasures of set 
entertainments. Following this advice he kept 
out of fashionable circles. He was much 
struck with the comparison between court 
practices in England and America. In En- 
land. the-Cbhief Justice says, the Judges de- 
cide questions. much more promptiy and in 
much fewer words than in the United States. 
At the close of important cases in England the 
Judges will often announce decisions before 
leaving the bench—so different from the prac- 
tice in the United States, where Judges will 
take days and wecks to get their decisions

A SHIPWRECKED MARINER WHO WAS WITH- 
OUT FOOD OR WATER FOR EIGHTEEN 
DAYS. f

„ Edinburg Scotsman: An account of what 


Capt. Moriand calls one of the most remark- 
able escapes on record appears in the Iimes 
of India the 25th of August. If this story be 
true, an Arab seaman, Abdoola bin Ahmed by 
name, lived without either food or water for 
eighteen days and drifted upward of 500 miles 
in an empty tank before striking the coast of 
Cutch. A large bugla, the Jabree, owned in 
Bombay, foundered the 9th of June off Ras- 
al-Had while on the vovage to Muscat. The 
crew numbered sixty souls, and there were 
torty passengers on board, seven of whom 
Managed to climb into an empty watertank 
that had been washed off the deck as the bugla 
sank amid the “whistlimg of the wind and 
the apparition of men and spirtsin the sea.“ 
Here in this tank the seven men lived for ten 
daye without either food or water; but after 
the tenth day one person died daily, the bodies 
beimg flung overboard. The tank drifted on 
toward the coast of Cutch at the rate of 
twenty-eight miles a day. The sixth man 
died while within sight of land, and the seventn 
managed to crawi ashore at Jackao, in Cutch. 
He saw a Pir's (a saint's) piace with a flag, 
but it Was deserted. ‘And as I was,“ he says, 
aue naked, I apologized myself to the ‘Pir 
and appropriated his flag to cover my loins.“ 
He also found a pot of millet; but this, on 
account of his parched throat, he could not 
touch until he nad moistened it with sea water. 
Thus refresned, he was able to find a human 
habitation, where he was kindly treated, and 
where he was iaid up for a jong time with 
fever. The tank and the corpse were found 
in confirmation ot his story, and the oniy 
question is as to the length of time that had 
elapsed since the bugia foundered. There was 
A violent storm in the Gulf of Aden about the 
beginning of June, and Cupt. Moriand does not 
seem to doubt the accuracy of the date given 
by Abdoo/a bin Ahmed. He suggests, howev- 
er, that the vessei must have foundered much 
farther south than Has-ai-Had.

TRACK LAID DURING THE NINE MONTHS OF 

: 1885. 

From advanced sheets of an article entitled 
Track Laid During Nine Montbs of 1885.“ 
which will appear in the next number of the 
Ratiway Age, it is learned that While prepara- 
tions are being made for much railway builid- 
ing in the future the mileage of track actually 
laid thus tar this year is small in comparison 
with the years of great activity, as was to be 
expected from the depressed financial condi- 
tion of the country when the year opened. As 
a large amount of new track, for which prepa- 
rations had already been made, was laid after 
the hard times began, so on the other hand the 
effect of a revival of business cannot be imme- 
diately seen in an increase in the new mile- 
age. The preiimidary work of projec 
tion, organization, surveying, obtaining 
right of way, holding elections for local 
aid, raising money on the securities, and con- 
structing the roadway and superstructure all 
occupies months and sometimes years before 


the fruition of trackiaying appears. 80, while 


1885 has already marked by a great re- 
vival of confidence and: by an extended move- 
ment toward railway’ building, the year will 
end with legs track added tban in the previous 
year of depression. During the nine months 
of 1885, thus far tracklaying bas been in 
progress in thirty-one of the States and Terri- 
tories on 104 roads, but the aggregate length 
of line added is only 1,850 miles, which shows 
an average of less than eighteen miles to each 
road. This indicates that the work in progress 
has been almost entirely upon short local 
roads, and re; has been very 
little building of great through lines, like 
those whose hasty and unnecessary construction 
in the last few years did much to cause the 
financial troubles of thecountry. Inonily niue 
ot the States does the mileage added reach 100 
miles, and Nebraska, Missouri, and Kansas are 
the only States thus far showing an increase 
of over 150 miles, the first named reaching 186 
miles, which was laid on three lines. 


A NARROW GAGE SELLS CHEAP. 
TOLEDO, O., Oct. 7.—The Cleveland, Delphos 
& St. Louis Railroad, running from Delphos to 
Carey, O., was today sold by United States 
Marshal Goodspeed for $116,500 to the com- 
mittee of bondboiders representing the Pitts- 
burg interests.

A DISASTROUS RATE WAR AVERTED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oot. 7.—|Special.]—This 
afternoon the rate trouble in the Passeuger 
Committee of the Central Traffic Association, 
which threatened to precipitate a disastrous 
war, wasended. It was created by the action 
of the Indiana, Bloomington & Western in- 
structing its agent at Clyde that, as the Lake 
Erie & Western and Nickel-Piate were not 
bound by the committee's agreement, the Lake 
Shore, Indianapolis, Bloomington & Western 
and others were relieved from the restrictions 
thereof, and conscauéntly Indianapolis, Bioom- 
ington & Western agents were authorized to 
meet all rates offered. The committee asked 
General Passenger Agent Bronson to withdraw 
the instructions, as they were given under a 
misapprehension. Mr. Bronson said that 
if it were generally conceded that 
all ot the lines concerned will be 
bound by the committee’s instructions 
in the territory under controversy, the Indian- 
apolis, Bioomington & Western would recall 
the directions given agents to meet all cut 
rates. Mr. Bronson said, further, that’ his 
action in the first place was the result of mis- 
information given by the General Passenger 
Agent of a prominent line, and that it was 
taken in self defense. At the end of five days 
the Central Committee resolved to resort to 
extreme measures uniess the Indianapolis, 
Biocomington & Western withdrew within that 
time the cut-rate orders. The days of grace 
would have expired tonight. At a late hour 
Mr. Bronson, having received assurances that 
competitors would consider themselves bound 
by the committee’s rules, countermanded in- 
structions given to agents at Clyde, Tiffin, 
Sandusky, and other places. and instructed 
them to strictly maintain rates. The war bas 
thus been averted.

THE MYTHOGRAPH. 
MR. ABRAHAM'S CASE AGAINST ITS SELLERS 
DISMISSED. 
Joseph T. Hair and Josiah W. Osborn, the 
two owners of The Mythograph, or the Mys- 


fore Justice Prindivilie on the charge of ob- 
taining $150 from Robert Abrahams of No. 
64 Emerson avenue. The prosecuting witness, 
in telling his story, said that a few weeks ago 
his attention was called to an advertisement 
signed Osborn, No. 167 West Washingtun 
street, asking for a man to take an interest 
in the mythograph, to be used at the State 
Fair, for $150, he to receive a salary of $20 ana 
a portion ot the receipts. The machine, which 
might be a patent wienerwurst-box so far as 
appearances go, was shown him, and he was 
told that siips of blank paper were passed 
through it and came out covered with writing 
telling the fortunes of persons who invested 
money for the pieasure of being abie to look 
into the future. He paid $75, to be refunded 
if not satisfactory, and then the workings of 
the mythograph were explained to him. The 
paper was written on with sympatnetic ink, and 
in passing through the machine was heated by 
a spirit-lamp placed inside, coming out with 
the writing plain and back. He took the 
nickel-plated box to tue State Fair and 
put up a sign informing the public 
that fortunes would be told for the 
sum of 10 cents. He did a rushmg 
business for two days, when membersof the 
State Board of Agriculture investigated the 
mysterious writing machine and pronounced 
itafraud. Abrahams tried to explain that he 
did not pretend to cover the paper with 
writing throuch superbatural agencies, but his 
explanation was not listened to and he was 
summarily bounced. Then be went back to 
Hair & Osborn, and asked that his 
$75. be refunded—a request that was 
refused. Justice Prindiviile dismissed 
the case on the evidence of the prosecution, on 
the ground that Abrahams was well aware of 
the vature of his purchase. If he wanted the 
$75 he would be compelled to bring civil pro- 
ceedings, as the money had been paid the de- 
fendant voluntarily.

REAL ESTATE. 
MORE WABASH-AVENUE PROPERTY SOLD BY B. 
P. HUTCHINSON—THE BOARD MEETING. 

B. P. Hutchinson has sold to Frederick 
Fischer of the firm of Reid, Murdoch & Fischer 
the property on the southeast corner of Wabash 
avenue and Harrison street for $150,000 cash. 
The lot is about eighty feet on Wabash and 180 
on Harrison. On the corner is a substantial 
four-story stone buildimg used for stores, of- 
fices, etc. East of that is an alley and then 
three three-story dwellings. All these buiid- 
ings are included in the purchase. Mr. Hutch- 
inson has been the owner of the property since 
some time before the fire.

| DR. DEANS 
GIVEN TIME TO PROVE THE ALLEGED CONSPIR- 
ACY BY BALDWIN AND RIES. 

Dr. Edwin Deans, William H. Baldwin, and 
John Ries appeared before Justice White yes- 
terday afternoon. Capt. Bonfieia, who has 
worked up the case, made a statement relat- 
ing the circumstances of the arrest of the dif- 
ferent parties and the confession Ries had 
made. This was to the effect that Baldwin had 
come to bim and engaged him to set fire to a 
house owned by Dr. Deans in Gravesville, Wis. 
This Ries consented to do, and was furnished 
with a diagram of the house and with steam- 
boat passage to Milwaukee and back. At the 
last moment, however, be peached, and Baia. 
win and the doctor were arrested. Kies, who 
is a heavy, bioated loafer, well known in West 
Side barrel-bouses, swore to the correctness of 
his statement. 

Baldwin, a small, thin man, who bit nervously 
at bis finger-nails, testified that the doctor had 
broached the plan to him and asked bim to en- 
gage some fellow to carry itout. Atthe doc- 
tor’s request be had drawn a diagram of the 
building and made all the necessary prepara- 
tions. He had been promised a share in the 
proceeds of the insurance. Dr. Deans is a 
beavy-set man with sunken eyes and a very 
sharp * He emphatically denied the charges 

t him. 

It's a put-up job—a blackmailing scheme 
on the part of these fellows,” he said. ‘Such 
a thing never occurred to me, and we never 
bad a consultation on the matter. Grant mea 
continuance fora few days and I will easily 
establish the truth of what I say.” The case 
was continued to Oct. 17, and Baldwin and the 
doctor put under bonds for $2,000. Ries’ bond 
was set at $500, and be still lies in jail.

APPLICANTS FOR OFFICE. 

Mr. Frank G. Hoyne states that he is not an 
applicant for the position ot Special Deputy 
under Collector Seeberger, but the fact re- 
mains, according to the statemeats of many of 
Mr. Hoyne’s friends, that he is likely to be se- 
lected for the position. Mr. Hoyne, as is well 
known, is a candidate before the Secretary of 
the Treasury for the position of Appraiser, but 
80 is Melvin McKee. Hoyne is popular with 
the Iroquois, the leaders of which say he must 
be provided for in case he fails to get the Ap- 
praisership. The Appraiser will probably be 
selected in a few days, judging by Wasbington 
reports. The interests of the Custom-House 
demand that no change shall be made in the 
Special Deputyship at once. The present dep- 
uty, Mr. Hitt, may hold for several months, 
which circumstance makes it ail the more 


convenient for Mr. Hoyne should he change 
his mind in regard to it. There was a great 
many applicants. for the position of Special 
Deputy, but none, possibly, who can command 
more influence than Hoyne. The salary of the 
position is the same as that of Appraiser, but 


the duties are more.constant and arduous. The

SPECIAL DELIVERY. 

In answer to Postmaster Judd’s telegram in- 
quiring whether specially-prepaid letters are 
entitled to Sunday delivery, the following letter 
was received yesterday from the Acting Third- 
Assistant Postmaster-General: 

The Postmaster-Genersl directs me to say that, 
upon subsequent consideration, it has been deemed 
best to modify the previous direction of the de- 
partment so as not to impose upon Postmasters 
the duty to request speciai-delivery messengers to 
report Sunday, nor to keep their offices open in 
any different. manner that day from what is now 
provided by regulation. Postmasters will be at 
liberty, however, to deliver special delivery letters 
arriving Sundays if their business arrangements 
can be conveniently adapted. 

In accordance with these instruction; Mr. 
Judd has ordered the Sunday delivery of spe- 
cialiy-pre paid letters to be discontinued. 

A BURGLARY. 

Chief Post-Office Inspector Metcalfe received 
information by letter yesterday that the post- 
office at Peru, Ind., had been burglarized, the 
sate broken open, and several hundred dollars’ 
worth of stamps, money, and registered pack- 
ages stolen. The burglary occurred the night 
of Oct. 6. The door was opened with a skele- 
ton-key and the safe was drilled. The door 
was not blewn open. The hole was drilled to 
reach the pivot of the combination, which was 
broken so as to let the bolts drop. Twelve

THE CRIMINAL COURT. 
JOHN ©. CAREW FINED $75 FOR BEATING A 
WOMAN—JUDGE WILLIAMSON'S REBUKE. 

John C. Carew, keeper of a saloon at No. 304 
State street, was fined $75 by Judge William- 
son yesterday for beating and kicking a young 
Swedish woman named Minnie Hanson. This 
fine was the sustaining of Justice Foote’s fine 
of $75, the case having came into the Criminal 
Court on appeal. Judge Williamson told Ca- 
rew that it was a brutal thing for him to get a 
woman drunk in his place and then make a 
cowardly assault on her, and he regretted that 
be could not make the punishment heavier 
than simply to afiirm the judgment 
of the magistrate with the addition 
of the costs. Dan Lawrence, a 
police-court lawyer whose face is a familiar 
object in Carew's saloon, defended the assail- 
ant. Judge Williamson rebuked Lawrence for 
suggesting that the Hanson woman’s testimony 
did not count for much by the remark that her 
testimony was entitied to as much credence as 
that of a man who kept a dive for such women 
as the complainant to gointo. Officer Savage, 
a green policeman, who was appointed with the 
“last batch” that got on the force, was also se- 
verely reprimanded by the court for arresting 
the drunken and bieeding woman while he neg- 
lected his duty in leaving Carew’s saloon open 
and running between 2 and 3 o' clock a. m. The 
court advised bim that he could pe in better 
business than shielcing a man like Carew. 
City-Prosecutor M. R. M. Wallace was apathet- 
ic while this case was being tried and Judge 
Williamson cross-questioned the witnesses him- 
self. Carew is an acknowledged power in 
“bum” politics in the “*touzh” district of 
State street, and it was suggested by politi- 
cians in court that the noticeable indifference 
of tue prosecutor may have been a tacit ac- 
knowledgment of this ‘power. 


SLOW WORK. 


Judge Williamson is making slow work in 
the trymg ot the quasi-criminal cases. A num- 
ber ot women have been in daily attendance 
at court with babies in their arms waiting to 
get a chance to testify to the inconstancy of 
man, but none of their cases have been 
reached. John Miller was tried at over five 
hours’ length of time by a jury on an 
appeal from a $ fine by Jus 
tice Kersten for using abusive language 
on the street. This “*baby-piay” case was 
gravely disposed of by the jury fixing the fine 
at $1 as the just measure of justice between 
man and man. The case against John Terry, 
William Agerquist, F. L. Dow, George Schryer, 
and Wüllam Dean, Salvationists, on an appeal 
from $10 fines by Justice Kersten, was 
reached, but went over after some talk 
until this morning at 10 o’clock. Alien, 
attorney for the Salvation Army, said 
Mayor Harrison ordered the Superigtend: 
ent of the bridewell to release the Saiva- 
tionists, but this pardon came to Feiton after 
the men had gotten out by supersedeas on ap- 
peal. “ We bair hestablisbed hin beirhteen 
diferent countries, broke in Capt. Dean, 
hand there hair 410 Salvation Harmy bar- 
rucks hin this country and wan in Chicago.” 

* That'll do,“ said Judge Williamson; “this 
case goes Over until tomorrow morning.“ 


NEW ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 
THE PROGRESS MADE BY THE COMMISSIONER- 
GENERAL. 

Col. F. C. Morehead, Commissioner-General 
of the North, Central, and South American 
Exposition, bas been in the city for several 
days. 

“The people of the Northwest,” said the 
Commissioner-General. appreciate the mag- 
nitude of the American Exposition.

THE DOUGLAS MONUMENT. 
THE REPORTS OF ITS BAD CONDITION EXAG- 
GERATED—NEEDED REPAIRS. 

As it bad been reported that the base of the 
Douglas Monument was in need of repairs, 
that the cement between the block#@had washed 
out, and that there is danger of water collect- 
ing and frost loosening the foundations, a re- 
porter investigated the matter yesterday. The 
State reaily has control of the monument and 
grounds. It is the duty of whoever superin- 
tends State propefty and public parks to look 
after them and repair them if necessary. Nat- 
urally, the City of Chicago is interested in the 
matter, and it has really taken ail the care, re- 
cently appropriating some $500 or $600 an- 
nually. It bas been suggested that the South 
Park Commissioners would be the proper per- 
sons to take practical charge of the Douglas 
Monument and Park, whiie the State should 
still hold the title. 

In regard to the report concerning the un- 
safe condition of the monument, it seems to 
have little foundation. There are three large, 
circular, granit steps around the base of the 
monument. Between these steps was origi- 
nülly placed cement. Much of this cement bas 
washed out, and uin some places there are spaces 
of from one-eighth to one-half an inch between 
the granit blocks where it is entirely gone. 
But Mr. Leonard Yolk, who perhaps knows 
more than anyone else about the construction 
of the monument, 6 that this fact does not 
in the least impair safety. With the ex- 
ception of the tomb chamber the whole struct- 
ure is of solid granit, and the monument proper 
does not depend for its solidity upon che ex- 
ternal steps, but rests upon a central base, not 
seen outside, of some tweaty feet 
square. Even, therefore, if the cement 
washed out 
from beneath the steps the monument would 
be perfectly secure, and Mr. Voik says would 
last ior ages. The tomb chamber has walls 
five feeet in thickness, ot heavy granit-ashlar. 
Walle the monument is perfectly safe, howey- 
er, it is well that the proper authorities should 
bave their attention called to any defects in 
any part of the structure, that repairs may be 
made in due season and betore there is any 
serious injury caused by water or frost. 


A WIFE’S CONTRACTS. 
A PERSUASIVE MORAL AGENCY TO INSURE SET- 
TLEMENT BY THE HUSBAND. 

The validity of a wife’s contract was decided 
in the affirmative by Justice Hammer yester- 
day. Mrs. D. L. Williams, employed as a can- 
vasser for German Art,“ published by George 
Barrie & Co., Philadelphia, called at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. J. W. Lill, No. 337 Lewis street, 
Lake View, during the absence of Mr. 
Lil. Mrs. Lill signed an agreement to 
buy the publication, issued in num- 
bers, for $30. Her husband did not 
approve her act and wrote Barrie & Co., in- 
forming them that his wife had no authority 
to sign any agreement involving the payment 
of money: that ne had more art than be knew 
what to do with in his house; and that he 
would not receive the books. But they were 
delivered notwithstanding his refusal to accept 
them, and the publishers brought suit for the 
money. The Justice decided that the wife's 
agreement could not be nulified and that she 
must take the book and pay for it whether or 
not the husband objected. 

Mr. Lill, in declaring he would not pay for 
the ks, bad doubtiess in mind the idea that 
a husband in such cases could not be held re- 
sponsible for inaebtedness incurred by his 
wife. He was right as far as he went regard- 
ing a wife’s power to contract, but he did not 
go far enough. On this point a great many 
people hold mistaken ideas and they will doubt- 
less be interested in knowing just what the 
provisions of the law are. Under the act of 
1874 contracts may be made and liabilities in- 
curred by a wife and the same enforced against 
her to the same extent and in the same manner 
as if she were unmarried. This. of course, 
does not make the husband responsibie, and 
legally the debt could not be collected from 
bim. But the judgment would stand against 
the wife ahd the creditor might elect to sit on 
the front doorstep and keep requesting Mrs. 
Blank to please settle that little indebtedness. 
Or he might tevy on her sealskin sack. So itis 
safe to say that in nine cases out of ten a judg- 
ment against a wife would cause the husband 
to go down in his pocket and settle. 


A BOLD RAID. 
THREE MEN GET AWAY WITH $700 worRTH or 
GOLD WATCHES. 

Last Wednesday night thieves raided the 
jewelry store of John J. Pfordresher, at No. 
2501 Wentworth avenue, and obtained thirty- 
seven watches, nineteen of them gold aud the 
others silver. Pfordresher and his family live 
in the rear of the store, which is on the corner 
of the street. He nas feared a visit from 
thieves, and in order to give them a warm re- 
ception should they call had revolvers distrib- 
uted on the shelves in the rear of the show- 
cases. It was 9:30 0’clock in the evening when 
two uncouth individuals entered the store, 
and, showing Henry Pfordresher, the clerk, 
a broken watch, asked him what it would cost 
to repair it. Before the clerk could make a 
reply. a revolver was against his head and he 
was wurned not to move. While one of the 
men kept bim covered the other thrust his 


Jennison, which, apart from its general feat- 
ures, contains elements of a unique and origi- 
nal character. As drawn it presents a pieas- 
ing and effective perspective of a tower with a 
view of a spiral staircase and a series of arches 
in front, developed in graduai and graceful 
proportions from a large base to a top plat- 
form, about half the size of the base, on which 
the statue will be erected. The nature of the 
perspective is madea distinctive feature, the 
diminishing proportions as the top is reached 
being held throughout in respect to the size of 
the arches, columns, railings, stones, and other 
details. The study, in more accurate terms, 
consists of a two-story spiral arcade rising to a 
hight of fifty-three feet, the spiral being made 
by a series of steps starting at a base thirty- 
five feet across and ee in size as it de- 
velops towards the top, ere it ends in a plat- 
form about sixteen feet across, on which 
stands a pedestal supporting an equestrian 
statue of Gen. Grant. The pedestal and statue 
are each eleven feet high, giving the whole 
structure a hight of seventy-five feet. This 
spiral stairway as it ascends is supported by 
a series of askew arches, arranged in the same 
decreasing proportion as the ascending stair- 
case. These arches form corresponding al- 
coves in the interior of the tower, which are 
accessible to sightseers by merely stepping 
from the stairs. Ou the walls of the alcoves 
mural tablets will be imbedded, each graven 
with episodes of the famous chieftain’s life, all 


com dined forming one continuous stors of his 


career. There are eighteen of these alcoves in 
all; three at the base or ground floor, und the 
others arranged alongside the staircase to the 
upper platform. The alcoves are retired and 
the spectator is entirely free from disturbance 
from people passing up the steps. When the 
top has been reached the visitor returns by 
another spiral staircase, which is immediately 
under the ascending one. and thus avoids the 
people who are passing upwards. 

The design inclines towards the modern 
Gothic in style, and it contempiates the use of 
a iead-cosered sandstone in its construction. 
The pillars which support the arches will ad- 
mit of the most elaborate sculpturing, but as 
drawn are plainly mounted on bracketed 
pedestals. The stair-rail is of a neat design, 
and has quite a bearing upon the general ap- 
pearance of the structure. The amount to 
complete this memorial tower will easily come 
within the $50,000 which it is presumed the 


committee will have on hand to expend for 


this purpose. 


MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. ° 
THE BRIDGE QUESTION. 

Mayor Harrison said yesterday that he had 
not considered the new ordinance prohibiting 
the opening of bridges between 6 and 8 a. m. 
and 3 and 7 p. m. Ald. Wetherell bad a talk 
with bim about modification and was told to 
send in some of nis people ?; that is, those 
who do business on the river front. The Mayor 
said some relief was absolutely necessary, and 
if the majority were met fairiy a compromise 
might be effected. He thought tne Vouncil 
might have done better.“ It was unnecessary 
to close all the bridges at those hours. The 
line should be drawn at Harrison street on the 
south and Kinzie street on the north. Ali the 
other bridges should be closed for two hours 
in the morning and two hours in the evening. 
When he had a talk with experts such a 
modification might be agreed upon. 

WIDENING THE RIVER. 

The Mayor and Commissioner of Public 
Works had aconference yesterday with En- 
gineer Slataper of the Pennsylvania Company 
in regard to widening the river between 
Adams and Van Buren streets and a lease of 
the company’s land at Adams street, so that 
the new double bridge may be swung over it. 
The company originaily asked $3 a square 
foot for the land to be taken to widen the 
river, or $30,000 for the strip. This was con- 
sidered too much. The city officials, who have 
power to act, made a proposition yesterday, 
which Mr. Slataper thought would be accepted 
by the company. What it was the Mayor and 
Commissioner refused to state, but the latter 
said he had no doubt the river would be 
widened, and that the company would give the 
city the right to use their property for the new 
bridge. The double bridge depended upon 
this concession, as the channel is too narrow 
to put the turn-table in the centre of the river. 
The result of yesterday’s conference, there- 
fore, insures its construction, as well as the re- 
moval ot the obstacles navigation a little 
south of that point.

Judge Prendergast Takes the Motion Under 
Advisement and Will Make an 
Early Decision. 

In Judge Prendergast’s court yesterday 


morning A. M. Pence made a motion asking 
the court to enter an order directing the 


County Clerk to prepare the necessary blank 


returns and tally-sheets for the judges and 
clerks of election, and prepare instructions for 
them regarding voting on the submission of 
the new Election law. 

Alexander Sullivan of counsel for the peti- 
tioners said that while the position of the peti- 
toners was somewhat unusual, in that they 
asked the court to make an order which he 
had already deciined to make, the circum- 
stances under which the court had formerly 
declined, and the remarkable condition in 
which they were placed by the = inability 
of the Supreme Court to agree, justi- 
fied their action. When the court de- 
clined to make the grder sought by this 
petition his course was tdken, as all then well 
understood, for the purpose of getting a de- 
cision from the Supreme Court as to the con- 
stitutionality of the law before it was sub- 
mitted to the people. The Supreme Court was 
unable to agree, and the people find themselves 
in this position: The County Court, in obedi- 
ence to the provision of the law, has published 
an official notice submitting this law to the 
legal voters of the City of Chicago. But, for 
the purpose already stated. it has refused to 
direct the clerk to prepare the necessary bianks 
for judges of election. and to instruct the 
judges as to their duties under the law. He 
felt, therefore, that with perfect propriety 
he could most respectfully ask and most 
earnestiy urge the court to make the order to 
the clerk and to prepare and cause to be de- 
livered to the judges of election the instruc- 
tions contemplated by the law—instructions 
which were essential to the proper corduct 
and record of the result of the election. 
There having been a notice of election 
given by the court, votes will be 
cast under that notice. It is certain that a 
large number of citizens, irrespective of party, 
will vote for the law. There may de votes 
It is important that 
the votes so cast shall be received, fairly 
counted, and accurately reported by the judges 
of election. Not only is it important in this 
contest, but it is so inevery election. It should 
be the desire of every citizen of every party to 
see elections conducted with decency, regular- 
ity, ignity. At the election when this 
very | would be submitted it would foliow 
of necessity in a great, growing, cosmopolitan 
city like Chicago that a very large number of 
citizens would vote for the first time. Shall 
these citizens, on the occasion of their first 
exercise of the privilege of the franchise. wit- 
ness an election characterized by irregularity, 
scandal, and disorder? Or shall the impres- 
sion made when casting their first vote be one 
which will impress them with the responsibilli- 
ty and solemnity of this great act of free citi- 
zenship? If the court should refuse to issue 
the order asked for, one could easily foresee the 
disorder which would follow. Some judges of 
election would believe, because of the court’s 
action, that they need not count or report the 
ballots cast for or against the adoption of the 
Election law. Others would be glad to get an 
excuse for professing that they so believed. 
This is a question which involves the highest 
interests of citizenship. It is not a party 
question. Even those who doubted the con- 
stitutionality of the law—and Mr. Sullivan said 
frankly he was of those who did doubt it— 
should favor its submission to the people sur- 
rounded with all the safeguards necessary to 
insure honest and intelligent action on the part 


of judges of election.,.1f, the Supreme Court. 


should declare the. law to be a constitutional 
one it was of the highest importance that we 
should not be cast into another sea of uncer- 
tainty as to whether or not the people had 
adopted it. We should be guaranteed the as- 
surance that there would be no doubt as to 
what was the people’s decision. Those who 
doubted the constituuonality of the law might 
reasonably assume, in view of the even divis- 
ion of the Supreme Court, that when the 
vacancy in that body is filled it is not only 
possible but probable that the law will be held 
to be constitutional. 

The Court—Upon what authority do you say 
it is probable ? 

Mr. Sullivan—I say so merely as an opinion; 
but that opinion is founded on the good rea- 
sons that three of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court are of opinion that the law is a consti- 
tutional one; that the people of this city, irre- 
spective of party. wantareform in the elec- 
tion laws; and that the Judge elected to fill 
the vacancy will be very likely to act on the 

presumption that the law is constitutional. It 
is the rule in construing laws that all the pre- 
sumptions are to be taken in favor of their 
constitutionality. Hence the probability. In 
considering this law the Supreme Court have 
not drawn party lines, else their division could 
not be an even one. The Judges are not even- 
ly divided in politics. 

The Court—There should be no politics in the 
Supreme Court. « 


Mr. Sullivan—True, there should not be, and. 


I pay that body the highest compliment when 
I declare that their standing on this question 
shows conclusively that they had no political 
bias. As I already said. their even division 
shows that they did not decide or divide as 
partisans. There should be no politics in the 
Supreme Court. Neither should there be any 
partisan cry introduced into the discussion of 
this law. But we would be merely deceiving 
ourselves if we were to deny that an effort is 
being made in this community to create the 
impression that the adoption of this law will 
be a partisan victory. It will not be. Good 
citizens of both parties aided in preparing and 
advocating the enactment of the law. So have 
they united in petitioning for its submission. 
So will they unite m favor of its adoption. 


: The law provides for an honest election sys- 


tem, for small precincts, foran early closing 
of the polls, so that an immediate and an hon- 
est count may easily be made. All its provis- 
ious are in favor of good government, the first 
and most certain road to which lies in the 
purity of the ballut-box. The purposes of the 
law have not seriously been opposed, at least 
in public. The ouly question which annoyed 
many of both parties in relation to the law was 
whether or not it was so framed as to bring its 
operation within the range of possibility un- 
der the provisions of our Constitution. Mr. 
Sullivan said it might be contended that it the 
court made the order prayed for in tne peti- 
tion the question in issue would not further be 
considered by the Supreme Caqurt. He did not 
concede this position. But, if for the sake of 
argument, we cunceded chat the point to be 
considered by the Supreme Court by reason of 
the County Court’s former refusai to make the 
order now asked would be withdrawn from 
that tribunal in the event of the County Court 
now making the order, there remained before 
the Supreme Court an abundance of issues 
whose determination would compei a decision 
as to the constitutionality of the law. If 
the Supreme Court should declare the law to 
be a constitutional one, and if the people of 
this city voted for its adoption at the Novem- 
ber election, yet they might be robbed of its 
benefits at the election in 1886—which would 


de one of the most importent ones ever held

Mr. Davis was a citizen of the United States 
when, in the summer of 1882. be took it into 
his head to take a foreign trip, paying his way 
as a compositor as he went. While he was at 
a lodging-house in Ballinasioe, Galway County, 
Ireland, in July, 1882, he was arrested, he de- 
clares, by officers of the Irish constabuiary 
and was taken to the police barracks, where he 
was subjected to an examination before a mag- 


‘istrate and his baggage was searched; he was 


then confinéd in a cell forthe night. The next 
morning be was again arraigned before the 
same magistrate, subjected to a further 
examination, and was then sent to the 
common jail as a “suspect.”” There he 
was confined for twelve days, and was sub- 
jected to the treatment awarded common 
felons.“ During this confinement, Mr. Davis 
deciares, he was three times waiked through 
the public streets from the jail to the office of 
the magistrate handcuffed to other prisoners.“ 
After twelve days he was discharged. . 

He says that he duly intormed the United 
States Minister in London of his arrest, but 
“with the exception of a letter received from 
the Chargé d' Affaires ad interim, W. J. Hop- 
pin,“ bad heard nothing further from his 
complaint up to Jan. 9, 1884. He deposes in a 
petition to the Secretary of State that during 
bis sojourn in Ireland he was engaged in his 
trade and in no manner connected with or in 
sympatby with conspirators against the peace 
or Government of Great Britain.” 

When Mr. Davis returned to this country he 
told the story of his imprisonment to Mr. Geb- 
hard and placed the case in his bands. Mr. 
Gebhard prepared a petition setting forth the 


facts as already given, and Jan. 9, 1883, for- 


warded the document to the Department of 
State at Washington asking for such indem- 
nity for the outrages the petitioner has been 
subjected to as the facts therein set forth de- 
mand.“ The petition stated that Mr. Davis 
had served as a soldier in the Eighth Regi- 
ment, and had been honorably discharged. Mr. 
Gebbard thought that the amount of damages 
should not be less than $50,000. ö 

Mr. Gebhard said: ‘Soon after this, having 
business which called me to Washington, I had 
a formal interview with Mr. Frelinghuysen and 
it was most pleasant and satisfactory. He 
agreed with me that it was a case demanding 
investigation from the Government, and with 
the view that had an Englishman received in 
this country treatment like that of Mr. Davis 
we never should have heard the end of it.

Aug. 31 last Mr. Gebhard, in answer to 
further inquiries, received the following letter: 

VEPARTMENT OF STATE, WASHINGTON, D. C., 
Sept. 9, 1885.—Hdward Gebhard, Exsg., No. 26 
Broad street, New York—Sirn: I have received 
your letter of the 3lst of August last, Wich 
makes inquiry concerning the case of William 
A. Davis, who was arrested and detained while 
traveling in Ireland during the summer of 1882. 
Upon a full examination of the facts of the 
case I conclude that the principles upon which 
the Government conducts its intercourse with 
foreign nations will not admit of diplomatic 
intervention in behalf of Mr. Davis, in the 
present state of his complaint, with a view to 
obtaining a pecuniary reparation. Under the 
iaws of Great Britain a remedy exists for those 
who bave been subjected to unlawful arrest, 
and citizens of the United States, as well as 
subjects of Great Britain, are entitied, without 
distinction, to avail themselves of that remedy 
in the regular, ordinary courts of justice. The 
same rule exists and is enforced in the United 
States with reference to the subjects of Great 
Britain. 

The case in which this Government assumes 
to interfere in behalf of one our citizens, 
whose redress may ordinarily be had in the 
courts of the country in which he claims to 
have been wronged, is that of a denial to him 
by these courts of the usual means of redress. 
For the present, therefore, Mr. Davis, who has 
never resorted to the courts of Great Britain, 
must be remitted, so far as recovery of pecun- 
iary indemnification from the authors of the 
trespass is concerned, to the usual remedies to 
which persons in his situation are by the .aws 
‘or Great Britain entitled. 

If, however, he does notsee fit to press his 
claims for pecuniary damages in the judicial 
tribunals of Great Britain against the parties 
who may have been guilty of trespassing on 
his rights, it may be proper to consider the 
question of asking that Government for an ex- 
planation, and, if warranted, an expression of 
regret.
